Indiana — Lamentable and Degrading 
Disclosures. — We have received a copy of 
a reportaddressed to the Legislature of In- 
diana by the trustees of a State Seminary, 
incorporated for the express purpose of qual- 
ifving teachers for common schools, From 
this reportit appears that there is a deplor- 
able deficiency of teachers in the State. — 


“The investigations,” says the report, “of 


the association formed for the promotion of 
common education iv the State, have thrown 
additional light on the subjeet. From their 
inquiries it appears that only about one 
quarter of the ebildren of suitable age at- 
tended school in 1833, ’34. Only one in six 
can read ; one in nine write; one in a hun- 
dred study geography, and one in a handred 
and forty five study grammar.” The uni- 
versal complaint was, “we can’t get suitable 
teachers — some are intemperate — some 
profane — some notoriously debauched,’’— 
And yet the trustees say, ‘we dare not dis- 
miss them, for there are no others to be 
had.”

Your Committee further Report that the 
sums necessary for the support of the Gov- 
ernment for the year 1885, as specified in 
the Appropriation Bill, herewith submitted 
amount to the sum of 167,126 dollars and 
51 cents, leaving a balance at the disposal 
of the Government at the close of the year 
1835, of 83,396 dollars and 12 cents, which 
when received may be applied to the pay- 
ment of debts of the State agreeably to a 
resolve authorizing a temporary Loan in 
behalf of the State, of February, 1835, and 
the accompanying Resolve. . 
There now remains of the Public Lands 
owned by this State, within its undisputed 
boundary, about three million, two hundred 
and fifty thousand acres, viz :— 535 town- 
ships located and belonging wholly to Maine; 
20 townships located, and undivided, and 
lands unlocated and undivided, equal to 
about 162 townships, making that part own- 
ed wholly by this State, about equal to 146 
townships or $,250.000 acres, which your 
Committee estimate to be worth one dollar 
per acre, amounting to 8,250,000 dollars. 
Having in view the rapidly increasing re- 


opinion that with proper care to select the 
most legitimate objects of revenue, and 
with a faithful administration of the finan- 
ces, the time will soon arrive when a State 
Tax can be entirely dispensed with 

All which is respectfully submitred.

TO OWNERS OF LOGS IN THE KENNE- 
BEC RIVER OR ITS TRIBUTARIES. 


T the late session of the Maine Legisiatere an 
Act was passed establishieg a Corporation by 
the tithe of the ‘ Kennebec Log Driving Company.’ 
The for which this Company was incorporated 
ts to drive from the Forks to the Booms in Gardiner, 
or sech intermediate place as the owners may wish, 
the logs and other timber which may yearly be pot 
imto the Kennebec river by the members of the Cor- 
Peratvion. 

_ Tee Act provides that the officers of the Corpora- 
tioe shall be a Moderator, Clerk, Treasurer, and five 
Directors to be chosen annually. The Directors ap- 
point a Master Driver and have the genera! directioa 
of all the business pertaining to drivieg the River and 
apportioning the expenses upon the several owners. 
All logs in said River not marked, usually denomina- 
ed “prize logs,”’ are made the property of the 

orporation. The expenses of driving the logs are 
to be equally assessed upon the logs of each member 
18 proportion to the quantity driven to the place of 
Gestisation. It is made the duty of each member to 
file with the Clerk in witing, on or before the tenth 
day of June in each year, a statement under cath of 
the number of feet board measure, of his logs intend- 
ed to be drove down the river, and also of the marks 
And also a like statement of the 
number of feet actually driven to the places of desti- 
Ration. The Act provides that the first meeting 
should be holden in Gardiner on the 27th March inst., 
and agreeably to that provision a meeting was then 
and there held and the Corporation organized. — 
The Act of Incorporation accepted —a code of 

'y-laws adopted, and the officers for the ensuing year 
were chosen. Parker Sheldon of Gardiner was 
elected Moderator ; Daniel Nutting of Gardiner, 
Clerk; Hiram Stevens of Pittston, Treasurer; and 
David Scribner, of Topsham, Gieo. W. King of Port- 
land, Heary Bowman of Gardiner, Josiah H. Hobbs 
of Waterville and Samuel Weston of Milburn, Di- 
rectors. 

By the provisions of the By-laws any owner of logs 
or other timber in Kennebec River or its tributaries, 
may become a member of the Corporation, by leaving 
@ written request to that effect with the Clerk of the 
Corporation, and may at any time withdraw from the 
Corporation by leaving a like request with the Clerk, 
and previously paying ail debts and assessments due 
from him to the Corporation. 

Printed copies of the Act of Incorporation and of 
the By-laws may be had on application to the Clerk 
of the Company. 

All persons desirous of becoming members and thus 
availing themselves of the benefits of the Act, are re- 
epectfully requested to leave their names with the 
Clerk, together with a description of their respective 
mark or marks, as soon as conveniently may be, as it 
is essential that speedy arrangements should be made 
for driving. 

By a vote of the Corporation, the Moderator was 
directed to prepare and publish the foregoing notice.
